CASE ON TRIAL. 


Dennis Minnihan vs Isaac Lunt- 
In this action the plaintiff sues to re- 


cover 15r personal injuries received by 
him while in the employ of the defend- 
ant through the negligence of the de- 
fendant as he alleges in not properly 
securing the walls of a trench in which 
he was working by the defendant's or- 
der. And in support of his claim he 
alleges that on the 17th day of October, 
A. D., 1898, he was hired by Lunt, the 
defendant, who had secured the con- 
tract from the city of Brewer to build 
a sewer m and along Main street in 
said city and that on the morning of 
said day he was sent by the contractor 
into a trench to level the bottom of it 
for the reception of the tile of which 
the sewer was to De constructed; that 
he went into the trench and shoveled 
out some loroe 
sand in the bottom 


and that while doing it some of the 
walls of the trench rattled down upon 
his. feet and ankles and he called to 
some of the workmen to come to his 
assistance, and a short time .after he 
was released he left the trench but was 
again sent into it by the contractor, 
and that while he was in the trench 
the wall ca\ed in upon him and his left 
leg was struck by a large piece of the 
crown or crust of the road and broken; 
that he was then and there otherwise 
wrenched and bruised He was dug out 
by his fellow workmen and taken to 
a nearby house and from there to his 
home in r>angor, where he was at- 
tended by Dr. Gibson, who set his leg 
and attended him until his recovery; 
that since his recovery he has been 
unable to labor as before the accident, 
and that as a result of the accident he 
was obliged to expend 
large sums of 


money for medical attendance, that he 
mas confined to his bed 
for nearly 


three months, and he alleges that the 
accident to his leg has left him a crip- 
ple, and that he has been since and will 
continue to be unable to labor as be- 
fore. 


And he alleges that the accident oc- 


curred through the negligence oT the 
defendant and that at the time of the 
happening of the accident he was in 
the exercise of due care and for the'in- 
juries then and there and in the man- 
ner aforesaid 
received 
by 
bim he 


claims to recover the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars.

General Orders From tho Offlc3 of the 


Adjutant General. 


The following orders come from the 


adjutant general's office in Augusta: 


STATE OF MAINE. 
Adjutant General's Office, 


Augusta, January 11, 1900. 


General Orders . 


No. 3. 
I. As authorized In Paragraph 571, 


regulations for the National Guard, 
service chevrons will be issued to all 
enlisted men who have served faith- 
fully for one term of enlistment, an ad- 
ditional chevron being issued for each 
enlistment, to be worn as specified. 


To indicate service in war. there will 


be issued, to be worn on both sleeves 
of the blouse, a diagonal half chevron 
ot gold lace, one-half Incb wide, with 
piping on each side one-eighth Inch 
wide, of cloth of the same color as the 
facings of the arm of the service in 
which the soldier earned the right to 
wear It. All enlisted men of the Na- 
tional Guard who have served during 
the War of the Rebellion and were hon- 
orably discharged, and all who between 
April 21, 1898. and April 11, 1899, en- 
tered the service of the United States, 
and were assembled In camps or ren- 
dezvous in the- United States, or Into 
separate bodies such as companies, reg- 
iments, brigades, divisions or corps, for 
the purpose of carrying on military op- 
erations and bringing to a conclusion 
the war with Spain, and all who em- 
barked or were ordered to embark on 
transports for campaigns against the 
enemy Jn Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Is- 
lands of the Pacific or elsewhere, are 
entitled to wear "service In war" chev- 


The' chevrons to" Indicate service In 


war, if more than one, will be wom one 
above the other In the order In which 
they were earned, one-quarter inch, be- 
tween them; But on* chevron will be 
wort for each enlistment, the "service 
in war" chevron being yam in place 
ot the "serriw chewonf fpr each en-
